2013 on the strength of MMDA Resolution No. 13-14, 
which is pursuant to Executive Order No. 67, series of 
2012 that called for the establishment of three (3) 
permanent ITS (Integrated Transport System) terminals 
for effective interconnections among the various transport 
modes: 1) North ITS Terminal c/o DOTC; 2) South-East 
ITS Terminal c/o DPWH; and 3) South-West ITS Terminal 
c/o MMDA. 

Situated at a rented warehouse area at the Uniwide Coastal Mall adjacent to the BMDS 
Coastal Terminal, the MMDA SWIPTS Terminal is designed to serve as a temporary terminal 
for provincial buses coming from and going to Cavite and Batangas until the projected 
completion of the permanent Integrated Transport System (ITS) in 2015-2016.

The UVVRP which bans all public and private motor vehicles from plying the major 
thoroughfares of Metro Manila from 7:00 A.M. to 7:00 P.M. on weekdays depending on the 
last digit of the vehicle plate number except Saturdays, Sundays and Public Holidays, is 
continuously being implemented by the Authority.

Extended Implementation of the 
Modified Uniform Truck Ban Regulation 

The Metro Manila Council Special Traffic Committee (MMC-STC), via Resolution No. 01, series 
of 2012, approved on December 3, 2012 the implementation of the following modifications to 
the truck ban rule from December 7, 2012 to January 6, 2013: 

• truck ban hours shall be from 6:00 AM-10 AM and from 5:00 PM- 10:00 PM (from 
the existing 6:00 AM-9:00 AM and 5:00 PM-9:00 PM) daily except Sundays and 
holidays; 

• total truck ban along the entire stretch of EDSA shall be enforced the whole day 
(instead of the existing 6:00 AM-9:00 PM only) from Monday to Sunday. 

• Covered are cargo trucks and heavy vehicles with gross capacity weight of more 
than 4,500 kg., except those carrying perishable and agricultural goods. 

Implementation of the above modified truck ban rules was extended from January 7, 2013 to 
July 6, 2013 by virtue of MMC-STC Resolution No. 1, series of 2013. 

This was further extended from July 6, 2013 to January 5, 2014 on the strength of MMC-STC 
Resolution No. 3, series of 2013.

Due to the expected rise in vehicle volume during Christmas Season 2013, the MMDA, thru 
Memo Circular No. 16, series of 2013, implemented from December 13-20, 2013 a 
Temporary Modified Uniform Truck Ban from 6:00 AM-10:00 PM, with EDSA remaining as a 
total truck ban route. 

Memo Circular No. 16-A, s. 2013 exempted from the coverage of the above-mentioned MC 
heavy vehicles delivering petroleum products, those doing relief operations due to typhoon 
Yolanda, and those undertaking rehabilitation efforts of the Dept, of Energy in Samar-Leyte. 

Extended Coverage of Commonwealth Ave. 

Speed Limit Enforcement 

To beef up anti-overspeeding efforts along Commonwealth Ave., enforcement of the 60-kph 
speed limit along this major road was extended from Philcoa to Dona Carmen effective 
February 22, 2013 by virtue of MMDA Memo Circular No. 04, s. 2013. Enforcement used to 
be from Philcoa to Sandiganbayan only. 

Other Traffic Management Measures 
Implemented in 2013 

• Prohibition of the conduct of campaigns, rallies, and similar May 13 election-related 
activities in 22 major MM roads (MMDA Memo Circular No. 8, s. 2013); 

• Requiring owners/ operators/ drivers of cement trucks/ mixers to permanently place 
a prominent sign that reads "LOADED WITH CONCRETE - KEEP DISTANCE" at the 
back and both sides of the truck, in black letters not less than 15 cm. long, in yellow 
background (MMDA Memo Circular No. 9, s. 2013); 

• Prescribing the last numerical digit of conduction stickers as "ban" day of vehicles 
without license plates due to temporary unavailability of LTO license plates (MMDA 
Memo Circular No. 6, s. 2013); 

• Creation of the C-5 Special Traffic and Transport Zone (C-5 STTZ) on April 30, 2013 
to answer the need for efficient traffic management in the rapidly developing area 
along C-5 Road spanning Taguig, Pasig and Quezon Cities; 

• Temporary suspension of digging activities on all MM national and city roads effective 
midnight of December 13, 2013 until midnight of January 6, 2014, except 
government flagship projects, to help ease traffic during the Christmas season 
(MMDA Memo Circ. No. 15 s. 2013); 

• Exemption from UVVRP and/ or Truck Ban until November 30, 2013 all vehicles 
delivering goods and relief materials to the relief repacking centers at the Ninoy 
Aquino Stadium, the DSWD Relief Station on NAIA Road, Pasay City, and at the Air 
21 Warehouse along Old MIA Road, Paranaque City.

The office has likewise fabricated and installed 180 units of manhole covers and 75 steel 
gratings of the drainage system as needed. 

CY 2013 is highlighted by the successful completion of Balong Bato Pumping Station in San 
Juan City last August. The construction of Rivera Pumping Station had also been completed 
while the construction of Salapan Pumping Station is on the final stages (90%) accomplished. 
These pumping stations were funded under the DPWH Trust Funds. The office has already 
undertaken the bidding for the upgrading/ rehabilitation of the 12 old pumping stations in 
Metro Manila in the total amount of Php 1.6 Billion. The implementation of these projects is 
now ongoing. 

The operation and maintenance of 52 Pumping Stations and the Effective Flood Control 
Operation System (EFCOS) were likewise routinely undertaken to ensure that these facilities 
are operating at their optimum capacity especially during heavy rains. The year 2013 has 
generated a total of 282.659 million cubic meters of floodwater that were pumped out and 
13,172 cubic meters of garbage were retrieved and disposed. 


The FCSMO also sent a contingent team to Samar and Leyte for humanitarian assistance to 
the victims of "Typhoon Yolanda". The team with a total of 39 personnel was composed of 
engineers, mechanics, equipment operators, welders and laborers. The contingent was 
supported with 7 units of equipment broken down into 1 payloader, 1 prime mover, with low 
bed trailer, 1 dump truck (4tonner), 1 generator set (45 KVA), 2 units hooklift trucks and 1 
service vehicle. 
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SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT OFFICE 




As a regular activity, the office documents the volume of 
wastes received at three (3) disposal facilities namely 
the Rizal Provincial Sanitary Landfill, Quezon City and 
Navotas Landfills. For CY 2013, the actual volume of 
garbage/ waste disposed was 9,773,580.78 cubic 
meters. The SWMO also regularly maintains the 
operations of these disposal facilities as well as the 
closed disposal facilities which include housekeeping 
tasks, grass-cutting activities, equipment inventories and 
trucks on queue at operation of leachate treatment plant at San Mateo 

the Rizal Provincial Sanitary Landfill. 41 site visits were also conducted in different

Door-to-Door Garbage Collection System 

The SWMO also continually assessed the compliance of 
the 17 Metro Manila LGUs with the Door-to-Door (D2D) 
Garbage Collection System, in which 90% or 1,533 out 
of 1,705 barangays are implementing the scheme. The 
D2D system requires residents to segregate recyclable 
and non-recyclable trash and take their garbage out 
only at the appointed time of collection wherein LGU 
garbage collectors pick-up the same door-to-door. The 
office also conducted monitoring of 642 barangays and 
505 of which are implementing the D2D garbage 
collection scheme.

For the Monitoring of Level of Cleanliness, the office has 
conducted a total of 184 days of inspection and photo 
documentation of garbage in major roads, investors' 
corridors and national roads in Metro Manila. A total of 
746 garbage piles were observed/ sighted and 192 
letters were sent to the concerned LGUs for information 
and appropriate action. Note that the task of garbage 
monitoring was assigned/ transferred to the LGU

Management Board - Technical Working Group 
(MMSWMB-TWG) Consultative Meeting with LGUs. For 
the preparation of the 10-year SWM Plan, 11 LGUs have 
completed their 10-year SWM Plan. The office also conducted continuing assessment of the 
LGU's compliance with the provisions of RA 9003 with 97.71% of the Metro Manila barangays 
have constituted their Barangay SWM Committees. 
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Waste Diversion 

The Over-all Waste Diversion Rate of the 17 LGUs has 
decreased to 38% compared to 41% last year. On the

Policies, programs and projects for proper sanitary waste disposal and for the reduction, 
re-use and recycling of solid waste was implemented. Among these are the conduct of 24 
orientation trainings for 48 seamen applicants, 184 orientation seminars, trainings and 
teach-ins conducted with 13,677 participants on RA 9003 and Solid Waste Management 
before barangays, schools and other sectors. The office likewise disseminated a total of 4,500 
copies of IEC materials such as D2D comics, flyers and posters to different schools, LGUs and 
barangays. 

Other SWM Projects 

Other on-going activities of SWMO include the establishment of an Appropriate Ecology SWM 
System for condominiums and subdivisions (HOAs Project) with 25 meetings and 505 HOAs 
inspections made. For the Waste Amount and Composition Survey (WACS), SWMO has 
conducted 3 bid conferences for the evaluation of bid proposals on technical and financial 
requirements and the result was submitted to the Bids and Awards Committee Technical 
Working Group. (BAC-TWG). A meeting was also held with the DUG officials regarding the 
implementation strategies of WACS. Likewise, the office has also prepared the quarterly 
(1 st - 4 th Quarter) compliance report of SWMO for submission to the Supreme Court regarding 
the clean-up of Manila Bay. SWMO also facilitated the collection/ hauling of 15,668 cubic 
meters of garbage accumulated in different Pumping Stations in coordination with the Flood 
Control Office. 

For CY 2013, SWMO has also participated in various activities of the Agency including "Linis 
Palengke" Project, Barangay Power 2013 (Search for the Cleanest Barangay and Best 
Practices on SWM), Metro Manila Emergency Volunteer Corps/ Metro Yakal, fencing of MMDA 
property in Carmona, Cavite and other ecological/ environmental programs and activities.

Included in the mandate of the Public Safety Division (PSD) is the formulation of programs, 
policies and procedures to achieve public safety, especially disaster preparedness, conduct of 
rescue operations during times of calamities and disasters such as: conflagrations, 
earthquakes, floods and tidal waves, and coordination and mobilization of resources and the 
implementation of contingency plans for rehabilitation and relief operations in coordination 
with national agencies concerned.

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The Division also responsible for the maintenance and inventory of six (6) Disaster Response 
Equipment Field Storage Units (DREFSUs) which are deployed at different strategic locations 
in Metro Manila and has also rendered 24-hour quick response standby duties. 

For CY 2013, Public Safety Division extended rescue and relief operations during Habagat in 
different locations in Metro Manila (i.e. QC, Paranaque, Muntinlupa) and outside Metro Manila 
particularly in Rosario, Cavite and Subic and Sta. Monica, Zambales. They have also 
conducted rescue and recovery operations at Loon, Bohol immediately after the magnitude 
7.6 earthquake with 14 dead bodies recovered and rescued 69 trapped survivors. The 
Division likewise conducted rescue and recovery operations at Ormoc, Leyte, Tacloban and 
Eastern Samar during the devastation of Typhoon Yolanda and collectively recovered 802 
dead bodies of victims.

Pursuant to RA 8749 or the Clean Air Act, the Anti-Smoke 
Belching Unit, which is deputized by the Land 

Transportation Office (LTO), undertook Smoke Belching 
Operations (Roadside Inspection and Apprehension) 
wherein a spotter flags down a suspected smoke belching 
vehicle. When the vehicle stops, an Apprehending Officer 
will approach the driver and asks for his Driver's License 
and the vehicle's LTO registration papers. Upon securing 
the required documents, the Apprehending Officer will 
submit the same to the 
Records Officer who 
will record the information/ data. The Apprehending 
Officer will then ask the driver to yield the vehicle to the 
Depressing Officer for the eventual testing of the vehicle 
and witnessed by the driver. If the vehicle fails the test, 
the driver will be informed that the plate number of the 
vehicle shall be confiscated and a Temporary Operator's 
Permit (TOP) will be issued together with the test results. 

For CY 2013, a total of 4,175 vehicles were tested, of 
which 1,542 passed and 2,633 failed the test as shown in 
the table below. 





The unit has also confiscated a total of 2,636 motor vehicle plates, 33 driver's license and 1 
student driver's permit for violation of P.D. 1181 (Providing for the Prevention, Control and 
Abatement of Air Pollution from Motor Vehicles and for other purposes) and surrendered the 
same to the Land Transportation Office (LTO). Likewise, 2,633 Temporary Operator's Permit 
(TOP) were also transmitted to the LTO. 

Other activities of the unit include the distribution of anti-smoke belching campaign leaflets 
to drivers and passengers and the installation of tarpaulins at different BMDS Terminals/ 
Stations.

For CY 2013, the Planning Office accomplished the following activities/ programs/ projects: 

Development Planning 

The Metro Manila Greenprint 2030 was formulated in coordination with the World Bank, Au- 
sAid and Cities Alliance. This is a strategic plan that will provide the development framework 
and regional spatial strategies for Metro Manila. A total of 16 pre and post launch activities/ 
meetings/ workshops were attended/ participated in by the Office relative thereto and a total 
of 36 planning-related reports were submitted. 

Consultancy services for the implementation of activities re: Rapid Assessment of Capacity 
Development needs of MMDA was procured. 

Regional Development Council - National Capital Region (RDC-NCR) 

The Planning Office acts as secretariat of the RDC-NCR. For CY 2013, a total of 30 Regional 
Line Agencies' Budget Proposals and 7 State Colleges and Universities' budget proposals were 
reviewed. Consultation meetings and Investment Programming-related reports e.g. MMDA 
inputs to the Revalidation of the Public Investment Program (PIP 2011-2016) for Metro Manila 
and Listing of Prioritized Strategic Core Investment Programs and Projects (CIPs) with 
Investment Targets for "2017 and Beyond" were submitted. 

The RDC- NCR Sectoral Committee on Infrastructure had evaluated a total of 11 development 
project proposals for RDC-NCR approval, namely: 

1. Automatic Fare Collection System 

2. MRT-3 Capacity Expansion Project 

3. EDSA Rehabilitation Project 

4. Metro Manila Skyway Stage 3 Project 

5. South Luna and Mckinley Access Ramp Projects proposed by BCDA 

6. LRT-2 East Extention Project 

7. Modernization of the Dr. Jose Fabella Memorial Hospital 

8. LRT Line 1 North Extension Project - Common Station 

9. Development of the Integrated Transport System (ITS) terminals at FTI and PRA 
under Public-Private Partnership (PPP) 

10. Lawton Avenue - Sta. Monica St. Bridge, Phase I 

11. Sen. Gil Puyat Avenue - Paseo de Roxas/ Makati Avenue Underpass 


Two (2) of the above-mentioned development project proposals were approved and endorsed 
to NEDA-ICC while the remaining nine (9) are still subject for further evaluation by the 
RDC-NCR Council proper. 
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For CY 2013, the Planning Office processed/ released a total of 274 RDC clearances on 
excavation activities which include pipe laying/ replacement by MWSS concessionaires, 
drainage improvement, road widening, concrete reblocking and improvement/ rehabilitation/ 
upgrading of roads by DPWH.

Likewise, the Office provided technical assistance on the 
updating of the Pasay City Comprehensive Land Use Plan

Shelter Services 

The Planning Office provided technical assistance in 
various meetings with Local Inter-Agency Committee 
(LIAC) of LG Us, DILG, DSWD, NHA and HUDCC on the 
relocation of Informal Settlers (ISFs) in Metro Manila. 
Since August, 2013 to December, 2013, a total of 6,939 
ISFs living within the 3-meter easement of the 8 priority 
waterways identified were registered thru the use of 
biometrics. 



The Planning Office likewise facilitated the implementation of the MMDA Housing Project. 
Affiliations with housing developers were processed including the evaluation and screening of 
interested employees. The MMDA Housing Committee approved Bella Vita Land Corp., a 
subsidiary of Ayala Land, Inc. for this purpose.

(MSSO). One of the flagship projects of the MSSO is the 
operations and maintenance of the MMDA Workers' Inn 
providing bed and bath facilities for low-income workers 
for an affordable price of Php 50.00 per 10-hours stay 
conveniently located at 161 A. Bonifacio Drive, Port Area, 

Manila. For CY 2013, the MMDA Workers' Inn 
accommodated a total of 222,529 guests which is 29.10% 
less than that of last year's accommodated guests.

1,444 for 2012. Thus, there was an increase of 648 illegal vendors removed (30.97%) in 
2013. 

Sidewalk Clearing and Improvement Activities 

The sidewalk clearing program is the main (as flagship) program of SCOG. It seeks to ensure 
that the fast of movement of both vehicular and people traffic is maintained in the Metropolis. 
The main task of the program is the removal of illegal vendors and structures in the streets, 
sidewalks, flyovers, overpasses and underpasses in Metro Manila. The SCOG personnel 
operate in key areas in the Metropolis, particularly in Baclaran, Cubao, & Roxas Blvd. as well 
as other areas where illegal vendors congregate. A total of 2,092 illegal vendors were cleared 
for 2013 as compared to 1,444 last year.
